CANADA'S MINERAL 
PRODUCTION IN 1931 


In spite of the decline in prices in 
most minerals, the mining industry of 
Canada is in a robust condition and 
is in a position to take full advantage 
of the expected upward econorhic 
turn. Canada’s mineral production 
in 1931 was valued at $227,769,000 as 


of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

Gold production, stimulated by 
lower commodity prices, and the pres- 
ent exchange situation, increased by 
27.5 per cent. over 1930 and assisted 
materially in offsetting the loss oc- 
casioned by the drop in the prices of 
other metals. 

Production in the metals group was 
valued at $116,431,000 as compared 
with $142,743,000 in 1930. 

The output of gold, which was the 


| greatest yet recorded in the history) 


of Canada, rose from 2,102,000 ounces 
valued at $43,453,000 in 1930 to 2,- 
680,000 ounces valued at $55,395,000. 
The last figure does not include the 
premium received by the gold-mining 
companies due to the present prem- 
ium on the rate of exchange. The 
bullion was paid for by the Canadian 
Mint at the New York rate for gold.

As the groups of bees become 
Stronger, displace the partition. board 
and add one or two combs as needed 
until the hive is full of bees about the 
end of May, according to the district. 
From strong colonies, take frames of 
capped brood in which the bees are 
ready to emerge within three or four 
days. After shaking off all the bees, 
place two frames of brood in each 
weak hive close to its own brood nest. 
After four or five days the hives will 
be considerably strengthened by most 
of these young bees, the queen will 
begin to lay more eggs, the colonies 
will develop and reach their maxi- 
mum strength at the beginning.of the 
flow. Be sure also to see that these 
colonies have always lots of stores 
available.

the leaders in these progressive move- 
ments. These undesirable animals 
should be discarded rather than al- 
lowed to propagate themselves, car- 
rying their weaknesses to their off- 
spring. When Denmark. was shut 
out from the British bacon market, 
the farmers of that land killed off. all 
their low grade sows, and kept only 
hogs of select quality, with the result 
that, when <the embargo was lifted 
she had only.the choicest meat to of- 
fer, and she captured the British mar- 
ket from all competitors. Now was 
the time to buy good cattle. The 
older breeders were carrying the load 
during these hard times but there 
was now an opportunity, such as was 
never offered before, .for farmers to 
improve their herds at a low cost, by 
using only the best sires and by re- 
placing the scrubs by well bred ani- 
mals. All-pure bred animals were 
not well bred, and culling should be 
done in purebred herds as well as 
among grade cattle.
